LONDON, May 19.—The government has adopted the policy 
of the iron hand in dealing with sedition in Ireland. All the 
leaders of the Sinn Fein society have been arrested by a swift, com- 
prehensive dragnet drawn by the police and soldiers during the 
night and éarly hours of Saturday morning. The movement was 
apparently .a complete surprise, and most of those arrested were | 
quickly and quietly placed aboard. ships. | 

The dragnet swept all over the country and there was no pos- 
sibility of resistance. The majority of those arrested were taken 
from their homes while abed, and only a few scuffles and a little 
revolver play occurred. According to Patest reports hundreds of | 
arrests were made. 


Due to Plot with Germany 
The proclamation by the new viceroy states that the arrests were 
made because a plot with Germany was being fostered. This gives 
the government ground for justification, The Sinn Fein movement 
has been for a long time conducted in defiance of all civil laws and 
war prohibitions, but Sinn Fein Jeaders, except in the case of ora- 
torical outbursts, have not identified themselves with the Germans, | 
and so long as the Sinn Fein appeared to be a purely Irish move- |

Italians Smash Third Attempt Made 
_by the Austrians to Take Monte Corno 


ROME, May 18.—-A third attempt by the Austrians to recapture 
Monte Corno has failed, according to the official communication from 
general headquarters today. 

The war office communication reads: 

‘‘In Val Arsa during the early hours the enemy attempted in 
| vain for the third time to reconquer Monte Corno, which we occu- 
pied in the first of May 9.

RECENT RAIN AND 
CHOW OFFSET 10. 
FROST DAMAGE 


Department of Agriculture Issues | 
its First Crop Bulletin of 
Season 


In the first official bulletin on the 
crop situation issued on Saturday by 
the department of agriculture, there is 
splendid optimism as to the amount of 
acreage sown and the conditions of 
the crops, The damage by frost is not 
considered serious at any point if the 
right weather conditions follow this 
snow. The moisture will be very wel- 
come and will, under proper condl- 
tions overcome any setback that 
would otherwise result from the frost, 
which in some districts was very 
severe, 4 

Deputy Minister H. A. Crale was 
out over a district covering a couple 
of hundred miles the latter part of the 
week and reports conditions pretty 
much as is shown in the press bulle- 
tin here given. He went out on the 
C.P.R. as far as Sedgewick and across 
to the G.T.P. lines back to the city, 
covering the adjoining territory. He 


states there will be a big increase in 
acreage. The report eays: 
The Official Report. 
“Reports reaching the department 


| from special agents located in various 
| parte go to show that seeding opera- 


tions have been carried on, up to the} 


present time, under very 
circumstances, Until the last few 
days it has been quite dry over all por- 
tions of the Province and in many 
parts it had reached a point where the 
crop was likely to suffer. It is ex- 
ceedingly fortunate that practically 
the whole Province has been visited 
by rain and snow during the present 
week. Fairly heavy frosts have been 
reported over a wide area, The oat 
crop, however, is not above the ground 
and therefore will not suffer. Where 
these frosts were heavy the wheat has 
been frozen, However, past years have 
proven that these frosts do not par- 
ticularly affect the wheat crop. It may 
retard it a few days but has the good 
effect of making it stool out. The pre- 
cipitation that has come since the 
frost will help the grain to revive 
quickly, provided we have reasonably 


| warm weather. 


Oats and Barley Half Secded. 


“Practically all the wheat is now 
seeded and about fifty per cent. of the 
oats and barley. A good deal of the 
land which has yet to be seeded has 
to be plowed and the moisture which 
is now falling will greatly improve 
conditions for plowing. ' 

“The crop area has been largely in- 
creased and will very greatly exceed 
any previous year’s record. Farmers 
fenerally are etitering heartily into 
the special campaign for greater pro- 
duction, It is much foo early yet to 
respecting the 
probable harvest but the prospects, to 
date, are exceptionally good, consid- 
ering the whole Province over.”

KEEP PARTLY USED 
SACK QF FLOUR 


Notiog of Important amendments to 
the recent order of the Canada Food 
Board was received by wire by Dean 
Kk. A. Howes, honorary secretary of 
the Alberta branch of the board, Sat- 
urday, The amendments of greatest 
interest to housekeepers reads: 

"Any person hoiding or having in 
his possession not more than 25 
pounds of flour made wholly or in 
part from wheat, or who holds or has 
In his possession at the date hereof 
part only of one original package in 
which such flour was purchased, ehall 
be permitted to hold the same.” 

Farmers are permitted to hold, 
“subject to the order of the board,” 


\*the amount of flour made wholly or 
in part from wheat he may have in! 
| his possession in excess of the amount 


prescribed by the above order (No, 
31) if on or before June 16, 1918, he 


whom {t was purchased or by whom It 
was manufactured the excess amount 
held by him.” 

This relleves tho situation 
cases of farmers who have laid 
large supplies of flour on a.co-opera- 
tive basis.

94 Injured — Explosives Factory 
at Oakdale, Pittsburg |

PITTSBURG, Pa, May 19—Fifty- 
six men are known to be dea, ninety- 
four injured and in hospitals, and 
thirty-one emplcyees of the Aetna 
company «re rmissing,-as a result of 
the mine explcsions yesterday that 
wrecked this company's explosive- 
making plant at Oakdale, 16 miles 
from this city. Throughout the night 
and all day today men were extin- 
guishing emall tires in the debris and 
were bringing vut remnants of human 
bodies, legs and arms and hands, with 
finger rings 01 them, In some cases 
identification wag possible, but In 
most cases there was nothing to indi- 
cate the identity of the victims

‘Western farmers have availed them- 
selves without stint of the assistance 
offered by the Dominion live stock 
branch in the way of paying freight 
on yourg female animeéls. This policy 
was revised, however, on May first by 
encouraging the farmers to try 
their nearest yarde first.

Was in the Flying Corps, and the 
Son of Dr. Carthew of 
Wabamun 


News has been received that Sec- 
ond Lieut. James H. Carthew, of the 
Royal Flying Corps, has been killed 
in action. His parents, Dr. and Mrs 
Chas. E. Carthew, of Wabamun, were 
informed of the fact by a special ca- 
ble message from the secretary of the 
air ministry in London.

| On Street Cars |

New York's street railway has been 
employing hunéreds of women the 
past months, but a report of the offi- 
cial investigation of the Iederal Bu- 
reau of Labor statistics gives a ver- 
dict against the employment of women 
in this work, 


Benjamin M, Squires, whose report 
of the investigation is about to be pub- 
lished in the Monthly Review of the 
United States bureau, says: 

“From the facts brought out in this 
report it must be evident te any think- 
ing person that It !@ practically im- 
possibla to make the conditions of} 
street railway employment even tol- 
erably endurable to women onyployees, 
and that the operation of street cars 


is one of the iast occupations into! 
which women should be lured or 
forced. There are thousands of clerl- 


cal and factory positions now fillea by 
men which could be filled just as well 
or better by women, Common sense) 
dictates that women be first placed 
in those positiona where conditions are 
most favorable and most readily adap-| 
table for their employment, if the ex!- 
gencies of war make ft necessary to| 
put women into tlT® leas desirable em-| 
ployments, suo aa sireet railway op- 
eration, the public should first oblige 
such industry to prepare itself for tho 
employmemt of women by providing 
the {rreducibla minimum of decency 
and comfort before it is permitted to 
employ them.

FOOD BOARD HAS 
ISSUED A NEW 
FLOUR ORDER 


ing Flour From Their Own 
Wheat 


Dean Howes, the Eamonton repre- 
sentative of the Canada Food Board, 
has received from Ottawa a wire giv- 
ing notice of certain amendments to 
Order No, 81 respecting the amount 
of flour which householders are per- 
mitted to havo in their possession. 
There has been considerable uneasi- 
ness among farmers who have flour 
ground from wheat grown by them- 
selves and exceeding the prescribed 
minimum, The amendment now pass- 
ed provides that in such cases the 
flour may be kept provided the quan- 
tity held ts reported to the miller who 
made the flour or the dealer from 
whom it was procured, 

The message giving the amendment 
is as follows: 


‘Section 1 of Order No. 31 of the 
Canada Food Loard, dated the 25th 
day of April, 1918, is amended by 


adding the following sub-sections: 

“(e) A bona fide farm shall be per- 
mitted to hold, subject to the order 
of the Canada food board, the amount 
of flour made wholly or in part from 
Wheat he may have in his possession {n 
excess of the amount prescribed by 
the above order (No, 31) if on or be- 
fore June 15, 1918, he reports to the 
miller or dealer from whom it was 
purchased or by whom it was manu- 
factured the excess amount held by 
him, It shall then be the duty of 
such miller or dealer to report. all 
such holdings to the Canada, Food 
Board on forms to be supplied and 
at such times as he is directed, 

“(d) Any person holding or having 
in his possession not more than 25 
pounds of flour made wholly or tn 
part from wheat, or who holds or has 
in lis possessicn at the date hereof 
part only of one original package in 
whieh such flour was purchased, 
though the amount exceeds 25 pounds, 
shall be permitted to hold the same,”

TRAPPER DIED 
IN WILDS FROM | 
STARVATION

PEACE RIVER, Alta,, May 17.— 
That death was due to starvation and 
exposure, of the trapper whose body | 
was found in the wilds near Cadotte|

investigate. One letter found on the 
body was addressed to J. Martyn, | 
general delivery, Saskatchewan, and 
forwarded to McLennan, Beyond the | 
usual trapper’s small outfit, there 
were no other belongings about the 
body to lead to his identity. The body 
had apparently been. dead for several 
months through the winter.
